Is it then 
not mere harassment and, were this to be litigated, an imposition on the courts? 

Can it be that the CIA dAes not even review what it has disclosed An such subjticts? 
Chviously, when ^ know what was withheld, I am not raising this matter with you 
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for any personal reason or gain* Hather* althou^ the CIA's record doe^not reflect any 
concern about such things > I suggest that you people make yourselves look like Idiots 
when you engag^ in such totally unjustified withholdings, and you have, over the years. 



If anyone were to collect soue of these things and present them to a court, the ClA 
would look both ridiculous and dishonest as well as inoompetont. Were this to be done 
in litigation to which there is much attention, as in the current North case, the con- 
sequences might be qui^e serious* 

For your information, the FBI has disclosed its files on the Balletti case and 
they Indicate that ttr. Sdwards was not entirely aii^urate in his account to the Attorney 
general* He also was considerably less informative than he could have been and one would 
ordinarily believe be would want to be. 

There have to be more CIA records on this matter, t did request them years ago, 
and 1 hope that the CIA will now see fit to make those disclosures of the rest of the 
related information that can be properly made* If you do not believe tliat ^ made re- 
quests including this infor:oation ye:irs ago, then please treat this as a new request.
